A PRIVATE AMBULANCE. 


Reminiscences of Hie Civil War Eclated 


by an Old Soldier. 


"Among the men wounded in my 


rcgimfmt at a battle iu Virginia," said 
the old soldier, "was a man in my com- 
pany who was shot through the bodj 
and taken to the rear. Our troops fell 
back after the fight, and we had more 
wounded than we had transportation 
for, but two men out of bis own tent 
set out lo carry this man wherever we 
were going, which was presumably 
the camp behind intrenchments that 
we'd left in the morning. 


"They took turns at backing bim for 


half a mile or so until they came to a 
CarmhouE.e that had a grassy yard in 
front. They laid him down on the grass 
nnd took a iittle look aronud tho house 
to see what they could see. In a build- 
Ing at the rear they came across some- 
thing that made 'em stand still and 
look at each other and laugh. It was a 
hand cart. What use the folks here had 
made of it they couldn't guess, but they 
knew what use they were going to make 
or it. They got it out of the bnildinj- 
and rolled it around the side of the 
houso alongside the wounded man and 
dropped the handle on the grass. Ho 
laughed, too, when he saw it. He was 
going the rest of tho way in a private 
ambulance. 


"The trwo meutook their blankets off 


their shoulders and untied them and 
spread their rubbers down on tho bot- 
tom of the hand cart and spread their 
woolen blankets down -on them, and 
then they ran tho hand cart up and rest- 
ed the handle on the front steps of the 
house and lifted in the wounded man 
nnd laid their guns in beside him. Then 
they turned the cart around again,- and 
one man got inside the shafts, with the 
crosspiece aganst his waist belt, and 
the other man got behind to push. They 
all smiled again when they started, 
wonnded man and all. 


"It beat backing him out of sight. It 


was dry weather, aud tho roads were 
sandy, and np hill and on the level tho 
wheeling was hard. But there was 
more down hill than there was up, 
places where they had to hold back, 
and it was all immensely more com- 
fortable for the wounded man, and so 
they got him back to camp and to the 
surgeon again. But he d'.ed af ter.all."

HOT, a Youns Lieutenant Carried Out 


Orders aud Came Near Getting Into 
Trouble—President Lincoln Stood by 
tho Soldier Who Bid His Duty. 


"I was only 19 years of age and held 


a lieutenant's commission iu tho Fifth 
Infantry when an event occurred which 
Cave me a great deal of unsought noto- 
riety," said a department official tho 
other night. "Not only was the notori-' 
ety unsought, but it -was exceedingly 
undesirable," he added, "for it almost 
made an old man of me in a single day. 
It was an experience calculated to try 
the discipline and determination of any 
young officer." 
j 


"What kind of an experience did you 


have?" 
. 
. 


"I had merely a routine duty to per- 


form, but it was exciting. The regiment 
was stationed at Santa Fe, and tho de- 
partment was under martial law. The 
war had just commenced, and people 
were averse to obeying military orders, I 
but they learned obedience very scon. ' 
It was ordered that no person should 
enter the city of Santa Fe nor • depart 
from it without registering bis name 
•with the provost marshal. The order 
was positive and was rigidly enforced. 
One afternoon, when I was officer of. 
the day and, having attended to iny 
duties, was lying down in my tent 
reading a book, an orderly reported that 
there was a man in the custody of the 
provost marshal who refused to give his- 
name. Putting aside my book, I donned 
my \miform and sash and proceeded to 
the guardhouse. 
i 


"There, in the midst of as tough a ' 


looking gang as one ever saw, stood a' 
well dressed, distinguished looking gen- 
tleman. When I asked him why he was 
in custody, he informed me that he was 
under arrest because he had refused to 
give his name or to register with the 
provost marshal. 
When I politely re- 


quested him to go with ine and regis- 
ter, he responded, 'You know me well 
enough and do not need ask my name.' 
When I assured him that I had never 
Been him before and I requested him to 
comply with the order under which I 
was acting, ho refused indignantly to 
do so. 


"I then ordered tho guards to take 


him. to the parade ground and tie kirn 
to the flagstaff. Upon arriving there I 
again beggtd him to bo reasonable and 
give his name, but he obstinately re- 
fused to do so. Then I ordered the men 
to tie him up by the thumbs. 
After 


leaving him in that position for three 
minutes'he Y?as let down, but again re- 
mained obstinately silent. He was 
drawn np again, and after leaving him 
in that painful position nearly ten min- 
utes he -was let down, but scornfully 
declined to answer my most polite re- 
quest to give me his name. I begged 
him to relieve me of- the necessity of 
resorting to more force and to relieve 
himself of further humiliation and phys- 
ical pain, but ho scorned me. 
There I 


was on tho parade ground with that 
gentleman, who was manifestly of more 
than ordinary ability and consequence 
in the world, and in tho presence of the 
regimental staff, I, a young officer,-a 
mere stripling, and yet tho officer of 
the day, 'was trying to -compel him to 
give his name in accordance with the 
order of the commanding officer of the 
department. 


"He remained stolidly silent, and 


then I ordered tho guards to buck and 
gag him. It was a painful scene, which 
I shall never forget. The soldiers did 
their duty, bound him in an tmconiforfc- 
able position and gagged him so tightly 
tbat the blood ran from his mouth. That 
was more than I had intended to bo 
done the first time, and it was more 
than I could bear to see, so 1 ordered 
ais release. 


"As he stood up, trembling with 


pain, passion and humiliation, he said: 
'I am Joseph G. Kuapp, chief justice of 
;he supremo court of the territory of 
New Mexico.' I immediately ordered 
ois release from custody, and ho re- 
turned to the Hotel Fonda, where be 
had registered upon his arrival. His 
presence in Santa Fe was no secret, and 
nearly everybody knew him. Therefore 
he may Lave reasoned that I knew him 
and was merely making a parade of my 
authority needlessly in asking him bis 
name and compelling him to give it. 
Vou may be very sure that I regretted 
tho occurrence when I heard him an- 
nounce his name, his title and bis offi- 
cial standing, as, indeed, I had sincere 
ly regretted the entire scene from the 
first." 


Was anything done about it offi 


cially?" 
'' Well, I should say so I Colonel Carle- 


ton, commanding tho post, wrote a re- 
port of tho affair, which be character- 
ized as brutal, and recommended pro- 
ceedings against me, although he knew 
that I bad only done my duty in the 
premises. If an obscure citizen had re- 
fused to give his name, as Judge Knapp 
had done, Colonel Carleton would have 
commended my course. As it was, 
Judge -Knapp and Colonel Carleton 
were bosom friends and had been for 
years. Therefore he was biased in the 
matter. Tho papers were finally laid 
before President Lincoln, who had mean- 
time been seen by some of my friends, 
who told him tho true, story of the 
affair, and the president wrote on the 
bach of Colonel Carleton's report: 


This young man has simply iono his duty 


and is released from arrest. 
A. LINCOLN. 


"Did you ever meet with Judge 


Knapp afterward?" 


"Several times, but we were never 


on speaking terms. He was not only a 
prominent official, a great jurist and a 
popular gentleman, but be was also one 
of tho proprietors of the St. Louis Ee 


now called Tho Republic.''—

• AID TO BK A WEAK DOCUMENT. 


Washineton 
correspondents 
say 


President MoKinley'a message will be 
weak but verbose. It seems to be de- 
signed to please everybody and offend 
none. There will be no positive decla- 
ration for or against any policy and 
those Republicans who know the aims 
of the President say it will be the 
weakest State paper since the days of 
President Pierce. It will not recom- 
mend the financial reforms.of Secre- 
tary Gage, nor the postal savings bank 
system of Secretary Gary. The Presi- 
dent fears the banks, knowing how 
effective their contributions to the 
campaign fund were in the Presidential 
election, and he will not risk offending 
them by recommending the establish- 
ment of postal savings banks. He will 
ask for further time for the settlement 
of the Cuban question, although every 
phase of the question has been dis- 
cussed in the Senate, by the presH and 
by the people for two or three years 
past. Though there is a deficit in the 
Treasury, in consequence of the fall- 
are of the Dingley bill ao a revenue 
producer, the President will not ask 
for further revenue legislation, pre- 
ferring to risk the isMie of more bonds 
to the candid admission that the tariff 
bill, which he called Congress in extra- 
ordinary session to enact, does not, so 
far, yield as much revenue as the 
Wilson bill, which it repealed. 


It is stated that the President will 


take a decisive stand on the qustion of 
immigration and will urge the passage 
of a bill excluding all immigrants who 
can neither read or write. Ho will also 
reaffirm his adhesion to the civil serv- 
ice law, whbh Kill not be very gratify- 
ing to those of his partisans who han- 
ker after the places now occupied by 
persons who supported Bryan iu the 
first battle for American rights and 
financial independence and will prob- 
ably do so again. 


The mesaage will probably be the 


wordiest document ever sent by a 
President to Congress. It will enum- 
erate all the ills from which the coun- 
try suffers but prescribe no remedy 
for any of them. It will contain ex- 
tracts from the reports of departments 
but recommend noue of the suggestions 
made by members of the Cabinet. 
While it will not be displeasing to the 
pronounced gold men of the party, it 
will not be offensive to those who be- 
lieve in the use of silver, if England 
would permit its coinage by the United 
States. What a member o'. Congress 
eaid of Msjor McKmley's course on the 
financial question will apply to the 
message.

Bristle* From Abroad. 


Almost all the bristles used lu this 


ecuntry in the manufacture of- brushes 
we imported, and notwithstanding tho 
increased production of pork in this 
ooxintry the supply of American bristles 
is now even smaller than it formerly 
was. Hogs are fattened and killed young 
hi this country, and with the constant 
and •widespread improvement; of the 
breeds here the hogs have run less to 
bristles. Some extensive packers collect 
bristles, but the American supply is 
probably lesa than 1 per cent of the con- 
sumption, The longest American bris- 
tles are about 4}£ inches in length. 


Imported bristles come from various 


parts of Russia, hut most largely from 
Poland and north German}-, Some finer, 
soft bristles oome_froni France. The bulk 
of the supply comes from cold countries, 
where the hogs are well protected by 
thick coats, and many of tho bristles 
are those of wild hogs. The hogs shed 
their coats as many other animals do, 
and there are men who gather the bris- 
tles of wild hogs, knowing their haunts 
snd where the bristles are to be found. 
Other bristles ore collected in the usua 
manner when tho hogs ore killed. The 
bristles are subjected to various proc 
esses of curing and preparation before 
they become commercial bristles anc 
ready for the market. 


Imported bristles range from S}4 t( 
iy, inches "in length. Various vegetable 
fibers ore now used extensively in th 
manufacture of cheaper brashes, bn 
for many uses bristles are iudispensabl 
and their importation -continues steady 


Methods of the Blind. 


The blind man has to depend almost 


entirely on the accuracy of his ears to 
guide him wherever he may wish to go, 
and it is remarkable in what a short. 
time he becomes familiar with a new 
locality and fresh surroundinga 


Few people are aware of tho powers 


of the ear, but tlie blind, through, con- 
stant exercise of that organ, are able tc 
discover objects almost as rapidly as a 
seeing person. 


For instance, when walking in a per- 


fect calm, he can ascertain the proxim- 
ity of objects by the feeling of the at- 
mosphere upon his face. It would teem 
at first that the echo given back, were 
it only from his breathing, might bo 
sensible to his ear, but it has been as- 
certained by experiment that a blind 
man with his ears stopped can toll when 
any large object is close to his lace, 
even when it approaches bo slowly as 
not to cause any sensible current of air 


When he is walking along the street 


he can tell whether it is wide or nar- 
row, whether the houses are higli or 
low, 
if any opening which he may ho 


passing is a court closed up at the r u() 
or whether it has an outlet to another 
street, and he can tell by the sound of 
his footsteps in what lane, or court, or 
square he is. 


He goes along boldly, seeming to see 


with his oars and to havo landmarks in 
the air. Of course no blind wan likes 
to go over a new route unattended, but 
after he has traversed it o«ce he knows 
every point of importance to him.— 
Pearson's Weekly.

ABE LINCOLN'S CHIVALRY, 


Helped a lawyer. Now Famoui, to Win 


His First-Case, 
• ' . . . • • 


His first case at the bar will never be 


forgotten by ex-Senator John C. S. 
Blackburn of Kentucky, for Abraham 
Lincoln played a conspicuous part in 
helping the yonrig Kentnckian to win 
bis "suit. Lincoln was merely an attor 
uey, waiting for one of his cases to be 
called, when the incident occurred; 


Ex-Senato* ,Blackbnrn was only 20 


years old when he began the practice of 
law, 'having7 graduated at Centre col- 
lege, Danville, Ky. His first case was 
in the United States court in Chicago, 
presided over by Justice John McLean, 
then on the circuit. The opposing coun- 
sel was Isaac 'N. Arnold, then at. the 
head of the Chicago bar, and subse- 
quently a member of congress and au- 
thor of the first biography of Lincoln. 
Young Blackburn had filed a ,demnrr0: 
.to Mr. Arnold's pleadings in the cause, 
and when the case was reached on the 
calendar the young Kentuckian was 
quite nervous at having such a formida- 
ble and experienced antagonist, while 
the dignity of tbe tribunal and the pres- 
ence of a large number of eminent law- 
yers in court served to increase his ti- 
midity and embarrassment. In truth the 
irtripling barrister waa willing to have 
any disposition made of the cause in 
order to "get rid of the burden of em- 
barrassment and "stage fright." He was 
ready to adopt any suggestion the op- 
posing counsel should make. 


Arnold made an argument in which 


he criticised the demurrer in a manner 
that increased the young lawyer's urn- 
fusion. However, Blackburn knew he 
Lad to make some kind of an effort He I 
proceeded with a few remarks, weak | 
and bewildering, and was about to sit 
down when a tall, homely, loose joint- 
ed man sitting hi the bar arose and ad- 
dressed the court in behalf of the posi- 
tion the young Kentuckian had assumed 
in a feeble and tangled argument, mak- 
ing the points so clear that the court 
sustained the demurrer. 


Blackburn did not know who his vol- 


unteer friend was, and- Mr. Arnold got 
up and sought to rebuke the latter for 
attempting to interfere in the case, 
which he had nothing to do with. This 
volunteer was none other than Abraham 
Lincoln, and this was the first and last 
time the Kentuckian ever saw the rail 
splitting president In replying to Mr. 
Arnold's strictures Mr. Lincoln said he 
claimed the privilege of giving a yonng 
lawyer a helping hand when straggling 
with his first ease, especially when he 
was pitted against an experienced prac- 
titioner. — Chicago Times-Herald. 


Electricity and B»lky Horacs, 


One of the recent extensions of the 


use of electricity is in conquering a 
balky or lazy horse. A western Penn- 
sylvania gentleman owned a horse 
which he said was worth $1,000, pro- 
vided he could cure him of balking. It 
was suggested that he try electricity. 
He purchased a three volt storage bat- 
tery and connected it by wires with the 
bit and the crupper. The battery was 
placed in the road cart to which the 
horse was attached. At first the horse 
refused to move, but stood with all four 
feet braced. Then the owner touched 
tho button connected with the battery.
